The  Church  will  anxiously  look  for  the  in¬ 
structions  he  shall  receive  from  the  Society 
The  rock  on  which  some  other  denominations 
have  suffered  damage,  by  creating  unnatural 
excitemenis,  and  presenting  inducements  below 
the  standard  of  Christian  duty,  will  no  doubt 
be  guarded  against.  They  will  bear  in  mind 
”  that  it  is  one  ol  the  grand  discoveries  of  the 
present  day,  that  large  amounts  are  raised  not 
from  the  atlluence  of  the  rich,  but  from  the  ef¬ 
forts  of  the  multitude.  Whatever  we  may  do, 
let  it  be  done  in  the  love  and  fear  of  God  only, 
acknowledging  [it]  a  duty,  and  esteeming  that 
duty  a  privilege.  A  system  of  measures,  for  adop 
tion  throughout  the  Church,  will,  we  hope,  be 
J»vis«d  and  acted  upon,  that  shall  be  regular, 
deep,  and  lasting,  growing  with  our  growth, 
and  strengthening  with  our  strength  evincing 
”  that  the  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us.” 

'I'o  the  clergy  of  the  Church  I  would  say, 
that  a  great  responsibility  rests  upon  them  to 
second  the  endeavours  of  their  estimable  Bish¬ 
op;  it  is  upon  them,  principally,  hereafter,  with 
the  Divine  blessing,  that  the  prosperity  of  the 
Society  depends;  may  the  God  of  all  grace  and 
power  fit  and  prompt  them  to  be  co-workers  to¬ 
gether  with  himself. 

One  word  more,  only,  to  such  among  us  a* 
question  the  policy  of  engaging  in  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  when  so  much  is  needed  to  be  done  at 
home.  To  such  we  would  affectionately  say, 
we  respect  your  scruples,  we  repose  entire  con¬ 
fidence  in  your  integrity  ;  but  we  add,  go  along 
with  us  to  the  extent  of  your  ability  in  fostering 
the  Domestic  branch  of  our  Society,  and  throw 
no  hiiiderances  in  the  wav  of  our  efforts  to  ad¬ 
vance  the  views  of  the  Foreign  branch.  We 
shall  thus  act  harmoniously,  and  the  peace  ot 
the  Church,  and  its  union,  be  preserved.  We 
roquirp  nothins  more  of  yon,  vvf  shall  t>«  con¬ 
tent  with  nothing  less.  I  would  for  one,  that 
our  sole  effort  in  the  Foreign  department  were 
confined  for  the  present  to  the  establishment  of 
the  Church  in  Africa,  the  more  especially  as 
many  are  of  opinion  that  this  is  a  branch  of  the 
Domestic  division  :  as,  however,  there  are  oth- 
er.s  who  are  desirous  of  establishing  a  Mission 
station  in  Greece,  I  am  content  to  have  them  do 
so  ;  though  it  has  ever  been  my  opinion  that  it 
is  our  first  duly  to  seek  to  convert  rather  than 
to  reform  or  proselyte.
